BOND ISSUE ELECTION. 


WON'T BE HELD NOV. 6 


Proposed $18,000.000  dssue 
Vote Delayed; Ordinance 
Held to Be Invalid. 


The special election on ‘the prwo- 
posed $18,840,000 municipal bond 
issue, which was set for Noy. 6, will 
not be Héld at that time. This was 
announced by Mayor Kiel today, aft- 
er City Counselor Daues had given 
him an opinion to the effect that 
the ordinance authorizing the elec- 
tion was invalid. 

Before a new date for the election 
can be named, a new ordinance must 
be passed by the Board of Aldermen. 
lt is not considered likely that the 
election will be held before next 
spring. 

The Mayor at once notified the 
Election Board to proceed no farther 
with the arrangements for the elec- 
tion, which had reached the point of 
asking bids on the preliminary print- 
ing. 

The proposed bond issue includes, 
as its most important items, the 
deepening of River des Peres, and 
its conversion into a sewer, at a 
the reconstruc- 
tion of old sewers and the building 
of new ones, $2,825,000; new parks 
and playgrounds, buildings and 
equipment, $2,100,000; convention 
hall, $2,000,000; Free Bridge gouth- 
ern approach, $1,000,000. 

The ordinance wes passed July 27, 
having been amended in committee 
in two respects, just before the final 
vote. These amendments .were sub- 
mitted by Harland Bartholomew, en- 
rineer of the City Plan Commission. 
and one was’ to extend the city’s 
authority in acquiring land along the 
River des Peres for industrial sites. 
The other was to change. the provi- 
sions of the section: providing for a 
municipal correction farm, so that 
prisoners convicted in State courts 
as well'as in city courts, could be 
sent there. 

The question was later raised 
whether the amendments had been 
approved, as the charter requires, by 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment. It was found that they had 
not been approved by that board, 
and the City Plan Commission raised 
the question whether this invalidated 
the ordinance. The City Counselor 
held that it did.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Pres'- 
dent Wilson sent to the members of 
the National Council, assembled at 
Moscow today, assurances that this 
Government was willing to extend 
“every material-and moral assist- 
ance” to the Government of Russia. 

No official comment was made by 
Government officials on Premier Ke- 
rensky’s speech before the members 
of the council, but it was made clear 
the sentiments expressed by the Rus- 
sian leader were heartily approved 
here and that his declarations indi- 
cating the firm manner in which he 
and his counselors are prepared to 
deil with enemies of the new Gov- 
ernment had aroused a greater con- 
fidence in the outcome of their plans, 
The message cabled by President 
Wilson follows:

The people 
alive could recall only’ three.wars, the war against: Denmark in 1864, which 
was settled in a few days and added the duchies of Schleswig and Holstein 
te the Prussian crown, and the war of 1866, in which Bavaria, Baden, Wurt- 
temberg, Hesse-Darmstadt and Saxony -were defeated, when the Austrian 
kingdom of Hanover disappeared and the territory of Hesse-Cassel, Nassau 
ang the free city of Frankfort were added to Prussia. This war, from its 
declaration to the battle of Koniggratz, in which the Austrians were com- 
pletely defeated, lasted only two weeks. In 1870 France was deféated within 
a month ‘and a half after the opening of hostilities, so that the Kaiser was |’ 
implicitly believed when, on the first day of ‘the war, he appeared on the 
balcony. of the palace.and told the crowds, who were keen for war, that. 
**Before -the leaves: have fallen from the trees you will be back: in ‘your 
homes.’’ 

The army and all Germany believed the Kaiser, and believed, too, that 
a few short weeks would see the destruction of France and the consequent 
seizure of her rich colonies; that Russia eould then be’ struck a good quick 
blow before she could concentrate her army and resources; that England would 
remain neutral, and that Germany would consequently become, if not the 
actual owner of the world, at least its dictator. Some one has since said 
that the Emperor must have meant pine trees! 

Working ever in the dark, either owning or influencing newspapers, the 
great munition and arms factory of the Krupps insidiously poisoned the 
minds of the ptople with the microbe of war. 


Lichnowsky Now Victim of Ger man Suloeei. 

Prince Lichnowsky, the German Ambassador to London, called upon me 
often after the outbreak of the war and insisted that he had correctly re- 
ported the sentiments of England in saying that England did not want war. 

» After Prince Lichnowsky’s return to Germany the Germans quite un- 
fairly treated him as a man who had failed, and seemed to blame him be-

MacMillan’ said he and his compan- 
ions were deceived for several days 
by the:same mirage which misled 
Peary. 

Objective of Expedition.

Millan expedition, which was or- 
ganized under the auspices of the 
American Museum of. Natural -Hf- 
tory and the American Geographical! 
Society with the co-operation of the 
University of Illinois, was to- prove 
or disprove the existence of Peary’s 
Crocker Land, The next purpose of 
the expedition was to conduct a sur- 
vey of the Greenland ice cap.

shock troops, their “poor relations,” 
composing the troops of the second 
line are kept busy removing traces 
of the destruction which marked the 
retreat of the Germans in March be- 
fore the advancing French and Brit- 
ish. 

Dozens of bridges over rivers and 
canals, as well as mahy locks which 
held back the waters of the canals, 
were blown up by the Germans as 
they hurriedly retired. In.many in- 
Stances the reaches of the canals 
have run dry, while the courses of 
the rivers have been blocked by 
large masses of steel, reinforced cor- 
crete and stone, which, if théy re- 
mained, would cause the surround- 
ing country to be flooded in rainy 
weather or in case of frost, thus 
rendering impossible the digging of 
trenches or the occupation of im- 
portant positions. 

Special Companies Formed. 

Special companies of engineers 
were forméd immeédiately after the 
Battle of the Marne from among 
the old soldiers of the second or ter- 
ritorial reserve, whose duty it was to 
follow in the rear of the advancing | 
allies and to clear all obstructions 
from river and canal beds. They 
were called companies of waterway 
Sappers, and the men composing 
them were selected because of their. 
training in vartous trades—smiths, 
riveters, electricians, boatmen, div- 
ers, miners and others accustomed 
to the handling of explosives. 
Following the Pattle of the Marnie, 
these companies of “poor relations” 
did most excellent service in clearing 
the Marne and lower Oise of obstruc- 
lions. Then for a long time they 
‘were engaged jin other services, bit 
after the German retreat this spring 
they were set to work on the old 
task of opening up rivers and canals 
and freeing them from obstructions. 
In the last two months they have 
done marvels in this direction. On 
the Aisne they have cleared away 
from the bed of the river the debris 
of no fewer than 19 bridges and on 
the upper Oise, five. 

Clearing a Stream. 

The correspondent was present to- 
day at the removal of one of these 
broken bridges. it had fallen in 
one piece of steel and concrete @0 
yards in length and six in breadth. 
weighting 30 tons, ind it lay athwart 
the stream aimost from one bank 
to the other. The company of en- 
gineers which was-‘ordered to do the 
work had.to conterit itself with very 
primitive tools. The most powerfui 
crane at their disposal could lift 
only 20 tons and block pulleys and 
winches were of even less strength.

PHYSICIANS QUICK 
IN VOLUNTEERING 
~ FOR WAR SERVICE 


Doctors Already Availeble for 
First Increment of the Na- 


50,000. MAY BE NEEDED 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Physi- 
cians and surgeons of the United 
States are setting a good example by 
volunteering for military service. 


It is not permissible to publish ex- 


act numbers, but the regular-army 
and the national guard are furnish- 
ing their own doctors for the Medi- 
cal Corps, In addition, more than a 
sufficient number of physicians and 
surgeons have come forward to. take 
care of the present needs of the na- 
tional guard and other military 
camps and posts. In addition an 
even larger number of applications 
for admission to the Medical Reserve 
Corps have been received. 

The General Medical Board of the 
Council of National Defense and the 
Surgeon-General are well satisfied 
with the medical enrollment to date, 
and there is every evidence, that as 
calls are made for additional physi- 
cians they will respond without un- 
necessary delay. 

Will Be Several Calis. 

“While more than enougii have 
come forward to take care of the 
first increment of the national army, 
the need will not stop here. A sec- 
ond increment, requiring as many 


more physicians and surgeons, will. 


be called soon, and other calls will 
follow later on. . 

Many ‘physicians and _ specialists 
are said to be holding back tempor- 
arily to make arrangements to have 
their practices taken care of. Some 
physicians who have applied may be 
told to go back to their pra-::ice and 
families and await a later call. This 
would apply to men @ith dependents. 

It is probably not more than 1000 
doctors will be called through the 
draft. ».\This means many times that 
number must volunteer to meet the 
nation’s needs. The fact there are 
per cent will be exampted on the 
ground that to take them out of 
medical colleges when they are half 
finished would have the effect of 
cutting off our supply of physicians 
at the source, and also would disor- 
ganize the schools of the country. 

In all probability surgeons who 
will be assigned to duty on the fight- 
ing line will be men up to 35 years.

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A POINTER IN REVOLUTIONS. 
In his book, “The Rebirth of Russia,” just pub- 
‘lished, Isaac F. Marcosson tells ‘us how, when the 
reyolution broke out, the Duma won its fight 
with the Council of Ministers withthe Premier, 
Golitsin, at its head. 

When the strikes had lasted for two or three 
days and the soldiers, ordered to fire on the 
crowds in the streets, had refused and fraternized 
with the people, Rodzianko, the President of the 
Duma, telegraphed the Czar, at the front, his cele- 
brated message, urging that no time be lost in 
restoring order; that a new Government must at 
once be formed, and that he hoped the responsi- 
bility for delay would not fall on “the wearer 
of the crown.” 

At the time, the Ministers ‘were sitting in coun- 
cil°at the Marie Palace, with the Grand Duke 
Michael, brother of the Czar. The Premier, hear- 
ing of nko’s action, at once served a notice 
“Now came 
Rodzianko’s great hour. Shaking the order for 
dissolution in his hamof a hand (he is of gigantic 
mold), and in a yoice that boomed like a bom- 
bardment, he sajJ: “They have dissolved the 
Duma, but it will not be dissolved. Stand With 
me, my colleagues. From this time on the Duma 
is the constituted authority of Russia.” 

And what did the Council of Ministers do on 
hearing this? It invited Rodzianko by telephone 
to come and talk things over. He went, accom- 
panied by a bodyguard of troops loyal to. the 
revolution. Most of the Ministers favored the

‘When the ‘Navy League published the state- 
ment, on the authority of an unknown person, 
that the investigation had been hampered or pre- 
vented because of the influence exerted by labor 
interests, in effect its accusation directed against 
‘oficers of the navy. Its purpose was to prejudice 


ugly charge that it fathered is pointedly denied 
by Commander Mark St. C. Ellis, Inspector of 
Ordnance at Mare Island, and by the Bureaus of 
Ordnance ang Navigation and fhe Judge Advocate-

The board, however, was unabie to-form 
an opinion as to the exact method employed by 
the party or parties guilty of having destroyed 
this magazine, such evidence, if any ever exist- 
ed, was destroyed in the explosion.”
